The French secret service, it now 
develops, were cognizant of the plot 
before the delivery of the bomb 
which wrecked a room in the am- 
bassador’s residence. In fact, Her- 
rick was warned that in spite of 
the vigilance of the secret service, a 
bomb might be delivered.

Information Forwarded.

Ambassador Herrick went to a 
theater Wednesday night saying he 
was not at all worried. It was 
learned that he had received many 
threatening letters recently. He re- 
fused to discuss the plot. General 
John J. Pershing, léarning of the 
bomb explosion, sent a personal rep- 
resentative at once to obtain imme- 
diate information. 

The explosive package arrived by 
mail at the chancellory in the Rue 
(haillot, correctly addressed to “His 
Ixcellency, the American Ambassa- 
dor.’”’ It was marked “perfumery.” 
Secretary Norton carried it to the 
ambassador's private residence 
where he gave it to the _ valet, 
Gianchard, a British army veteran. 

War Service Saves Life. 

Blanchard’s experience as a bomb- 
er in the line during the war, saved 
his life, for on opening the pack- 
agé he was apprised of the nature 
of the parcel by the “click” of the 
“pin.” The valet hurled the pack- 
age from him through a door into 
a bathroom where it went off. 
Fragments wounded Blanchard 
Slightly in the legs. 

After returning from the theater 
the ambassador, it was said, went 
right to bed not taking enough in- 
terest in the explosion to sit up and 
discuss it, although he was so- 
licitous for Blanchard’s condition.

Macon. Ga., October 19.—(Special.) 
Bibb county has demonstrated that 
it can build its own paved roads 
cheaper than it can be-done by con- 
tract, for in the construction of 6.32 
miles of concrete paving on the Co- 
lumbus road, just completed, a sav- 
ing of $81,768.91 has been effected 
from the lowest bid submitted by 
contractors, 

At the time the county commis- 
sioners ealled for bids the Taylor 
Construction company, of Alabama, 
submitted the lowest pid, ur $229,- 
290.21. The commissioners consider- 
ed that too high, and as a result 
decided to do the work themselves, 
placing the job in charge of 38S. R. 
Shi, county tngineer. In his report 
he shows that the work now com- 
pleted has cost the county only 
$147,502.25. The cost per mile was 
520,866.12, or $12,940 per mile under 
the lowest contract figure. In do- 
ing the work the county used con- 
vict labor, which it charged against 
the work at the rate of $1.25 per 
day, or a total of $27,997.22 for con- 
vict labor. Free labor, at a cost of 
$10,420.51, was also used. — 

As a regult of the showing made 
on this piece of paving, the county 
commissionrs proposed to do all of 
their own paving in the future.

Most of the democratic senators 
took, with good grounds, the posi- 
tion that these treaties are a gross 
violation of our obligations to the 
nations with which we made com- 
mon cause during the war, and 
refused to vote to ratify them. 

Other democratic senators un- 
doubtedly thought ratification of 
the treaties on the strict merits of 
the proposition, unwise, but waived 
their objection and supported 
them on the theory that they were 
unwilling to be placed in the atti- 
tude of obstructionists. 

Senator Hitchcock, for exampte, 
leading champion of the Versailles’ 
trcaty in the senate, voted for rati- 
fication of these treaties, even 
though conscientiously at variance 
with the principle involved in 
them. In announcing his intention 
to do so he said to the senate— 

“The question before us now is 
not a choice between the Versailles 
treaty and the pending treaty but 
between the pending treaty and a 
protracted uncertainty without any 
ee : 

“TT cannot bring myself to vote 
against the ratification of this 
treaty when I Know that the only 
alternative will he to prevent a 
peace settlement with Germany and 
will leave everything in a state of 
uncertainty. This existing state of 
uncertainty is disastrous and I, for 
one, shall not vote to prolong it. 
One of the necessary steps to end it 
is a peace settlement with Germany 
and the resuinpticn of business rela- 
tions with that great country.

But the vigorous 
applause with which the members 
of the Rotary organization in an- 
other city greeted Dr. Barker's fer- 


vent declaration that he did not be- 
lieve in the teaching of sex hygiene 
to children in the public school un- 
der high school age, indicated that 
his hearers construed his meaning 
as I did in the talk entitled “Didn't 
Raise My Boy—.”

Splendid Progress Shown 
In Report of U. D.C. President 


Waycross, Ga., October 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Mrs. C. C. Harrold, of Ameri- 
cus, president of the Georgia divi- 
sion, United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, made her report at the 
Wednesday 
of the twenty-seventh annual con- 
vention of the state, being held at 
Waycross. 

The amount of work being done 
by this organization in the five lines

“Our $5,000 world war educational 
fund, to be used for educating wor- 
thy young people, is gradually being 
completed. This money is to be iIn- 
vested in government bonds, and 
the interest alone to be used for 
education of lineal descendants of 
confederate veterans, preferably such 
descendants as served in the recent 
world war. 

“The Helen Plane educational 
fund is providing for the education 
of six young ladies. At the Francls 
Bartow Memorial school at Rabun 
Gap, one hundred mountain children 
are educated annually. 

Historical Work. 

“Under the general heading of ed- 
ucation we classify our historical 
work and the work with children’s 
chapters, Miss Rutherford, assisted 
by Miss Lillie Martin, able directors 
of our ,historical work have done 
much. Their hoistorical report shows 
activity for the year which totals 
1,361 type-written pages, 306 printed 
pages, 17 illustrations, 15 war relics 
cojlected during the year, 336 his- 
torical meetings held during year, 
also the rosters of 25 confederate 
companies were scnt in by chapters. 
Miss Rutherford’g book, ‘Trutns of 
History,’ will be a valuable contri- 
bution to the true history of the 
south. The first volume, of ‘Repre- 
sentative Women of the South,’ is 
edited and published by Mrs. Bryan 
Wells Collier, president of the Col- 
lege Park chapter, and dedicated to 
the Children of the Confederacy, is 
another new book of interest and 
rare/quality. 

“As a loving tribute to the women 
of the confederacy, the U. " m= 
with the aid of Matthew Page An- 
drews, has complied a book entitled 
‘Southern Women in Wartimes.’ Mrs. 
Howard McCall is director for 
Georgia. To overcome the lack of 
historical accuracy concerning the 
confedesacy, our organization is en- 
deavoring to place truthful books 
on the confederacy in the great L- 
braries of the world. A large num- 
ber have already been placed in the 
Bodlean library at Oxford, England. 

“The alertness of the textbook

A letter was received Wednesday 
by A. T. Harris, chief clerk in the 
office of the secretary of state, in 
which details were given of the re- 
covery of one automobile as the di- 
rect result of the installation of the 
new system. The machine was 
stolen from B, F. Gardner, in Rich- 
mond county, one year ago. Last 
March he wrote the state motor ve- 
hicle department asking if the mo- 
tor number had been registered. At 
that time the department did not 
keep the names of the owners, mo- 
tor numbers and license numbers in 
such a wav that quick identification 
was possible. Under the new Sys- 
tem Chief Clerk Harris looked up 
the motor number, found the name 
of the man who registered it and 
sent the information to Mr. Gard- 
ner. 

After receiving word from the de- 
partment that his automobile was in 
possession of a man in a nefghbor- 
ing county, Mr. Gardner went there 
and recovered it. The man was an 
innocent purchaser, having purchas- 
ed the car form a man the day aft- 
er it was stolen. It was discoverea 
that the thief was an escaped con- 
vict and also had stolen six other 
automobiles. 

The department is now working 
@n the fifty cases, and Secretary Mc- 
Lendon and Chief Clerk Harris ex- 
nressed confidence they would be 
able to locate many other cars that 
have been gtolen in Georgia. 

Secretary McLendon said he will 
use his new system to send the mo- 
tor numbers and names of real 
owners of stolen automobiles to all 
important cities @n the country and 
in this way expects many automo- 
biles to be recovered in those towns 
which previously had been stolen in 
Georgia.

Power Described 
At Chamber Forum 


Possibilities of Tennessee river 
water power for making nitrates 
for ammunition in time of war, for 
manufacture of fertilizer materiat 
in time of peace and for use of hith- 
erto untouched mineral resources 
of Georgia and Alabama, were out- 
lined by C. W. Ashcraft, president 
of the Tennessee River Improvemenr 
association, at the Wednesday 
luncheon meeting of the chamber of 
commerce forum. 

Edgar Watkins, who presided at 
the luncheon held in the chamber 
of commerce rooms, introduced mr. 
Ashcraft as head of the Tennessee 
River Improvement association, 
president of the chamber of com- 
merce, of Florence, Ala., and one 
bound to make a success of all his 
undertakings, since he bore tht 
name of Ashcraft. 

foresaw Possibilities, 

The speaker told how his associa- 
tion foresaw the possibilities or 
Tennessee water power many years 
before the world war and had work- 
ed long and hard for its develop- 
ment. 


During thig time, he said, the as- 
sociation had never maintained any- 
thing in the nature of a lobby, but 
had interested itseif largely in gaun- 
ering data for use of engineering 
experts relative to the latent re- 
sources of the waterway. 

Mr. Ashcraft told of the govern- 
ment’s selection of Muscle Shoals on 
the Tennessee river near Florence 
as the most logical place in wne 
country for a water power site when 
it was necessary to make nitrate for 
ammunition to be used in the woria 
war. Two plants were erected— 
No. 1 largely in the nature of an ex- 
periment to manufacture nitrates by 
a new process, while plant No, 2 
was constructed to employ the cya- 
nide process. This plant, he saia, 
was not yet completed, but during 
the fifteen days preceding the ar- 
mistice manufactured several thou- 
sand tons of ammonia nitrates. 


Hidscham Speaks, - 


Mr. Ashcraft was followed by 
Harry Hidscham, of Spokane, Wash., 
who spoke on Ssyndicalism in its 
relation to the threatened railroad 
strike of October 30. Mr. Hidscham 
stated that he did not believe 
that railway employees were con- 
scious syndicalists in planning to 
SO out on a strike, but he raised 
the point that the strike was against 
a ruling of the war labor board, 
an agency of the United States gov- 
ernment. 

Hence, the gtrike, he believed, is a 
manifestation of syndicalism which 
is a method favored by radicals to 
accomplish economic reforms by 
“direct action” rather than by the 
ordinary processes of governmental 
machinery.

Sacco and Vanzetti are still in the 
county jail at Dedham and have 
not yet been sentenced. but the 
penalty for first degree murder of 
which they were found guilty, is 
punishable by electrocution in Mas- 
sachusetts.

MEMBERSHIP BILL 
DEAD FOR TIME

Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel, 
Washington, October 19.—Con- 
trary to advices from republican 
members of the census commiitee, 


following the recommittal of the 
congressional reapportionment bill 
last week, that anew measure 
would be drafted immediately and 
brought back to the house for ac- 
tion during the present session, if 
possible, late indications are that 
no steps will be taken in this qi- 
rection for some time, if at all. The 
opinion is reached after conversa- 
tion with various members of the 
committee. 

That the measure was recommit- 
ted, which practically means its 
defeat, after Majority Leader Mon- 
dell had called a caucus meeting 
for the supposed purpose of organ- 
izing for its passage and after sev- 
eral test votes were taken during 
its consideration tending to point to 
a safe margin of supporters, is in- 
dicative of republican unwillingness 
to place itself on record as favor- 
ing a measure which is conceded to 
be antipodal to its pre-election plat- 
form. Both republicans and demo- 
crats, so far as that is concerned, 
having placed themselves on record 
as being opposed to “needless” goy- 
ernment expenditures; and the bill 
to increase the house membership 
by 25 as praposed, with its concur- 
rent expense of practica!ly $1,000,000 
a2 year is undoubtedly looked upon 
as “needless.” 


Minority Successful. 


To Judge Larsen, Georgia, rank- 
ing democrat of the census com- 
mittee, is attributed the honor of 
conducting the successful minority 
report fight, he together with a few 
insurgent republicans having stood 
Out from the beginning as opposed 
to any increase over 435, the pres- 
ent house membership. Contrary to 
his position on the bill, Judge Lar- 
sen was credited by press dispatches 
over the country as being an advo- 
cate of the measure. 

In his fight against the bill on 
the floor of the house, Judge Lar- 
sen brought out facts to show that 
the majority supporters of increased 
membership in the lower body were 
affected by reapportion- 
ment, either by the loss of repre- 
sentation in their respective states 
or by prominent gains, both of 
which, it is charged, influenced 
members against the intrinsic neces- 
sity of the increase which was un- 
founded. 

Shortly after the recomittal vote 
was taken, Chairman Siegel, repub- 
lican, of New York, of the census 
committee, is reported as saying 
that a committee meeting would 
be called immediately for redraft 
purposes, from which it was judged 
that the matter would be brought 
up again soon, probably during the 
present session. It is generally con- 
ceded that should the bill be re- 
ported again no material changes 
would be made from the last ma- 
jority report, which was for 460. 
However, later indications point to 
a change of decision among com- 
mittee majority members with the 
express opinion of some that at 
least two years will elapse before 
a bill is revorted.

BELLMIYER ADMITS 
PUCKETT MURDER 


Nashville; Tenn., October 19.— 
(Special.)—The shadows of death in 
the electric chair of the estate prison 
probably played their part in caus- 
ing Charlie Bellmyer to enter his 
Plea of guily and throw himeeif 
om the mercy of the court for the 
kiling of W. €. Puckett, of At- 
lanta, Ga., and Charles Stewart, in 
the dual murder at the State Fair 
grounds, September 23. An inde- 
terminate sentence of forty to for- 
ty-eight years was imposed as a 
compromise sentence on the bowed 
head of the gray-haired murderer. 

The present trial] was only for 
the murder of W. C. Puckett, and 
for that charge he was given thir- 
ty-eight yearein the state peniten- 
tiary. Pleas of guilty to the vol- 
untary manslaughter charges in the 
killing of Stewart brought the sen- 
tence of two to ten years follow- 
ing the expiration of the thirty- 
eight-vear sentence. 

From the etate’s evidence intro- 
duced, Bellmyer had _ deliberately 
fired two shots into Puckett’s body 
not two feet away, the first of these 
shots entering the body of Stewart 
standing directly opposite Puckett 
and killing him also. The man- 
slaughter charges in this case were 
to be tried following the decision in 
the first-degree murder trial.

The super-horse 
mace the circuit on the Lake- 
wood oval yesterday afternoon in 
1:59%%, two seconds slower than 
his record which was established 
two weeks ago at Lexington. 
Mr. Murphy is fully confident 
that he will succeed Saturday in 
his. final attempt to lower his 
mark. The track, which was 
possibly a little hard yesterday 
from too much dragging, wiil be 
primed for the exhibition Satur- 


day.

Peter Manning, world champion 
trotter, failed in his attempt to 
break the mile trotting record at 
Lakewood oval yesterday afternoon. 
He even failed to break the Lake- 
wood track’s trotting record of 
1:59%. He did a little more. He 
showed the biggest throng of peo- 
ple eevr assembled in the South- 
eastern fair’s grandstand how great 
a horse's heat can be when, after 


a disastrous start, he fairly burned 
up the last half mile he trotted, 
flashing under the wire at a rate 
of speed never before attained by 
a trotting horse and tying the track 
record set by Lee Axworthy. 

When he came whizzing down the 
last furlong, we all knew that all 
his speed was being wasted. We 
knew it was equinely impossible to 
@o the distance fast enough to 
come anywhere near a record after 
that pitiful start, but every man, 
woman and child in that grandstand 
was up shouting for the game geld- 
ing as his neck extended and his 
feet flew to eat up the dirt that 
separated him from the wire. 

Peter Manning’s Heart. 

And when the figures 1:59%4 were 
posted, the people in that grand- 
stand, who know their horses and 
their horse lore, knew that they 
had seen something that they can 
talk about for the rest of their lives. 
Peter Manning had trotted the last 
half mile faster than any horse has 
ever covered the distance in a mile 
test. That Jast half had been done 
in just exactly 57 seconds. 

Uhlan had trotted a half mile 
three-quarters of a second fasSter, 
but Uhlan had only a half mile to 
go. Peter Manning trotted his réc- 
ord half mile after he had already 
traveled the heart-breaking dis- 
tance. 

Tommy Murphy had believed that 
he would lower Manning’s mark 
vesterday. The gelding was feeling 
fine. The track was in excellent 
condition. The huge audience 
seemed to believe that the horse 
would turn the trick toa When he 
made his initial appearance on the 
track, the great trotter was greeted 
with a salvo of applause. 

Peter Manning warmed up slowly, 
stepping along daintily but it 
seemed to me just a bit neryously, 
like he understood the severity of 
the test that was before him. 

The track was c.ieared for him at 
3:30 o’clock. Ed F. Geers, the vet- 
¢ran driver, R. M. Striplin, secre- 
tary of the Southeastern fair, and 
Scott Hudson, president of the At- 
lanta Athletic club, himself a vet- 
eran of the grand circuit, handled 
the watches. : 


Trouble With Ruaner. 


Walter Cox drove the runner that 
was to send Peter Manning along 
to a new record. And there was 
where, the record stood. Peter 
Manning hasn't broken all season 
in a race, because Peter Manning 
has been accompanied by soft-footed 
trotters and pacers on his mile jour- 
neys. It is something else again 
when a horse is hooked up with one 
of this thunder-hoofed bang tails. 

Twice Peter Manning scored and 
each time broke at the first turn. 
The runner was on his nerves. Time 
was taken out for a half hour and 
Peter. Manning retired toward the 
stables. In the meantime specula- 
tion was rife in the stands. Finally 
it was seen that Cox and the runner 
had stationed themselves about the 
quarter pole and that Peter Man- 
ning was to go the first quarter 
alone. 

He went away smoothly enough, 
but it was apparent even in the 
stands that he was not even ap- 
proaching a record clip. There was 
an audible groan as he passed the 
quarter and the watches showed 32 
seconds. Other horses have done 
that well in this meet and 2:05 is 
me best mile that has been reeled 
off. 
At the. quarter, though, the run- 
ner picked up the trotting horse, 
but now Manning was under way, 
and cared not whether a whole 
troop of galloping horses were in 
his wake. He had buckled down 
to trotting and the dirt was fly- 
ing under him. 

It was more than flying, as he 
passed the half and 1:02% was post- 
ed. That was better—a whole lot 
better. Peter Manning had trotted 
the second quarter in 30% seconds, 
and was now homeward bound and 
gaining speed with every step. 

Whole Stand Shouting. 


The whole grandstand was shout- 
ing aS the gallant gelding swept 
past the three-quarter pole, and 
the timers showed 1:32%. That 
meant that the horse had traveled 
the third quarter in 29% and the 
limit of his speed hadn’t been 
reached. 

As he reached the stands, the 
entire audience was roaring.

The vote for ratification, 66 
to 20, left a comfortable margin 
of eight beyond the necessary two- 
thirds.

Washington, October 19.—Ideal 
weather for picking and ginning 
cotton prevailed during the past 
week and very rapid progress was 
made in all sections where this work 
has not been completed, according 
to The National Weather and Crop 
Bulletin issued today . Killing frost 
occurred in the northern sections of 
the cotton belt, Dut without mate- 
rial damage, the bulletin’ stated, 
and added: 

“Picking has been completed in 


western portion, and the crop has 
been mostly gathered in Tennessee. 
This work is far advanced in Arkan- 
sas, is well along in Oklahoma, and 
about completed in Texas, except in 
the northwest portion. Picking has 
been practically accompHshed in 
Georgia and has been finished in 
most sections of central and south- 
ern Alabama, while rapid progress 
was made in North Carolina and 
Mississippi and the crop has been 
mostly ;@cked in Louisiana.” 

The seeding of small grain made 
rapid progress during the week An 
the southern portion of the winter 
wheat belt from the Mississippi val- 
ley eastward, but the soil has be- 
come too dry for wheat in the At- 
lantic coast states from Virginia 
southward, and in Oklahoma. Rain 
is needed also for fruit and fall 
truck in all parts of the south.
